Fate is inexora- 
ble unless we choose to break it and you

“He is not feeding any worms as yet, 
because his trees are not sufficiently dg 
veloped, but he tells me that when he is 
actually ready he will bring over Italians, 
thoroughly familiar with the business, 
and start a reeling plant. 

“He certainly has nerve and grit, and 
on this account has the very best wishes 
of the department. Silk culture in this

The trouble that resulted in the 
ent strike of printers in Atlanta 
nated vesterday in a $50000 damage suit 
and bill of injunction filed by the Doctor 
Blosser Company against the Employing 
Printers’ and organization com- 
posed of nearly all of the job printers of 
the city. The dill was filed by Attorneys 
Kontz & Austin and Judge Howard Van 
Epps. 

Judge J. H. Lumpkin, of 
court, set the case for a hearing on April 
ll, following temporary 
restraining order: 

‘In the meantime, and until the hearing 
or further order to the contrary, the de- 
fendants, their officers and are 
each and all restrained and commanded 
to desist from enforcing or seeking to en- 
force any penalty against the complain- 
ant, in the petition set out, or from 
inerfering with the business of com- 
plainant, or its employees, by seeking to 
drive off or prevent persons from deal- 
ing with it, under threats or compulsion 
of any kind, or from seeking to compel 
it to comply with their dictates, to fix 
prices and restrain trade on pain of 
breaking up or damaging its business by 
fines, or preventing its obtaining labor, 
or by seeking to drive off, persuade away 
or seeking to induce its employees to 
leave its service, or other unlawful means, 
as in the petition set out.’ 

The Employing Printers’ Ciub is char- 
acterized in the wii as a combine or trust 
for illegal purposes and the Doctor Blos- 
ser Company charges that the strike in 
its establishment was induced and brought 
about by the club, According to the ball, 
the petitioner was formerly a member of 
the club, it being alleged that it was in- 
formed by a committee of the club that 
unless it became a member it could not 
continue the employ of union labor, and it 
is further stated that the petitioner with- 
drew from the club on becoming dissat- 
isfieqd with a decision of an investigating 
committee in regard to the publication of 
The Wesleyan Christian Advocate. It is 
alleged that the strike then tollowed, at 
the instigation of the club.

New York, March 24.—The cotton Mar- 
fet opened steady at an advance of 1 
point to a decline of 4 points, and follow- 
ing the call ruled irregular, but showed 
on the whole an advancing tendency, 
particularly in the old crop positions, 
while the autumn options, influenced more 
strongly by better weather reported Over 
the belt, and the expectation of an enor- 
mous acreage, displayed relative easiness. 
The port receipts for today were over 
the movement for the same date last year, 
being 18,716, against 12.9, and the early 
estimate calling for 19,090 bales, encour- 
age= selling after the opening, as did also 
more favorable accounts from the flooded 
districts of the lower Mississippi.
